The office of C. F. Walther, Justice of the
Peace, was crowded yesterday afternocon by a
throng of lawyers, policemen, clerks, and others,
desirous of hearing a e-warrant case tried,
in which Mr, Charles P. Johnson, Circuit Attor
ney, was defendant, and Mr. M. D. C. Luby
attorney, the afiant. Mr. Vonllaire defended
and Mr, Luby prosecuted. Deéfendant was
charged with having threatened to do Mr. Luby
great bodily injury.

The examination lasted two or three hours,
and the proceedings were ocensionally uproar-
ions n8 well as comleal,

Luby, seelng Mr. Alexander McKee and his dog,
Liad the former SwWorn as a witness,

Luby—Mr, McKee, will you please state what oc-
corred be tween Mr. Johnson and myself on Satur-
day last 7

Juby—Why not ?

MeKkee—Because | wasn't there,

Luby—That will do,

Captain Kerone was sworn.

Laby—-Were you present?

Keéronpe—I was,

Luby—Did you see Mr. Johnson ralse his cane
m’ﬁr my head?

Judge Primin was examined for the defense, and
stated that Mr, Johnson wis one of the mildest and
vest-tempered men hehad ever known; didn't be-
leve he would hort a flea unless it bit him pretiy
severely.

The testimony being closed, and the defense
declining to make & Bpeech, Mr, Luby read to
the jury & paper which he had prepared for an argu.

Mr, Luby sald he pever <arried & revolver, and
went on reading his speech,

The jury imnmedistely brought In a verdict of
nol.lg.umy, and the defendant was discharged
amidet conslderable enthusiasm and much mer-
riment.

The whole trial was a perfect farce, and
showed with what lmpunity the “majesty of
the law” can be trifled with one clotbew in
the livery of the legal profeseion.
